Claim 1 ,2, 4-7 are pending. 
Claims 3 and 8-20 are cancelled. 

Applicants arguments regarding the 103 rejections is not convincing. Apllicants claims are 
drawn to compounds not towards its use. 

The prior art teaches the alkyl group and the compounds are used for pharmaceutical purposes. 
The motivation and obviousness to modify comes from the art itself. 
Thus the rejections still stand. 

The rejection under 35 USC 103 over XP 001055984 Mellor et al still stands ,since having a 
butyl as a R group would make a lower alkyl as an R an obvious variant of the taught 
compounds. 

The rejection under 35 USC 103 over WOO 1/1 0429 [the Zitzmann application ] still stands 
since the reference discloses the nonyl and applicants have provisos out the compound , it still 
teaches the R being an alkyl group. 

The 103 rejection as given above still stands. Applicants claims are not drawn to a method of 
treating but to compounds and compositions . Hence the arguments that that their compounds 
are specific and selective inhibitors of glucosylceramide synthase is not found to be 
convincing.
